Corps, (Gen. C.IL Woods; was in the. charge that
recaptured Uio battery. General Sherman, in
Iris Memoirs, just says what Colonel Carsaca-do- n,

of the Ninth lows, reported to hirn. Tlie
History of Iowa Sediment, on pag:e 211, says:
"The Fourth and Junth Iowa recaptured I)e
Gres' battery and turned them on the foe. A
portion of the .Sixteenth Corps now carae up
and clkhned a share of the honor, hat it was
awarded by both General Sherman and Wools
to the Second brigade. First division, Fifteenth.
Army Corps." Permit me to say that Colonel
Carsacadou is sadly mistaken, as is also L. Shad-le- y,

in his Account of the occurrence. Comrade
AT Barney, of Sac City, is aljout right, hut he
ismistaL'ja in the men and the commanders.

Kow, the f:iet is, we had the-Latter- at least
live minutes before any others troops came up.
As to the statement that one gun hurst while
in the hands of the rebels, thut is a sad mis-
take. It burst while in possession of compa-
nies G and K, Sirty-sixt- h Illinois Western
sharpshooters. I pulled out one of the spikes
with my own fingers, it being a 20-pcn- ny nail.

By publishing the following account from
my journal, of the battle of Atlanta, July 22,
1SG4, you will get the true story of the aifair.

WHAT TIIE DIAHY SAYS.

Friday, July 22, 1SCL The weather very pleas-
ant. Slight skirmishing at daylight in our front
and in front of the Army of the Tennessee. Dur-
ing the uigbl of July 21, the rebels evacuated their
line and fell bade to their inner lines, nearer At-

lanta. The Army of the Tennessee was reformed,
which, threw out General Thomas W. Sweeny's
Second divuaou, Sixteenth Army Corps, and placed
it in reserve The Army of the Tennessee was
formed in the following order: The Seventeenth
Army Corps on the extreme left of General TV. T.
Sherman" im.y. the Piaeutli Army Carps on the
right of tho Seventeenth Army Corps and resting
on the Twenty-thir- d Army Corps, near the How-
ard House, oi the Angusta Buiiread. In reform-
ing the aray, General T. W. Sweeny's Second
division and General John Puller's Fourth divis-
ion, Sixteonlii Army Corps, exc-p- t tlie Second brig-
ade. Fourth (ftvnabn, Sixtcenih. Army Corps, Colo-
nel J. W. tnirague'fc,) was stationed at Decatur,
Gil, to guard the Army of the Tennessee's supply
train. 1 took a walk to tho front, at Terry's Mill,
with H. K fcortmaa, Fred. W. Iloffbauer, Henry
J. Kriner and Aaron Hallcnbeck, of company G,
Sixty-sixt- h Illinois veteran vt "mitCcr infctfilry.
From the iijkt floor of the null wc could see the
Johnnies at work on their new line of works oroaud
Atlanta; al&o had a One view of Atlanta and could
fceo the rebel soldiers moving to he left of our
lines. The Twenty-thir- d Kent ucky and One Hun-
dred and Eleventh Ohio, of the'fwenly-thir- d Army
Corps, on the skirmish line, commenced sharp-Kbootingfr-

Teiry's Mdl. on Sugar Creek, about
9 a.m. The skirmishing was lively in our front,
and tlie rebels opened a bath: ry on tic mill, coin-peBi- ng

us to leave. The rebel citizens and slaves
were busy tlirowing up works, while General J. B.
Hood's troops were marekuig to battle, and mov-
ing to the southeast of Atlanta. : we could plainly
eeo irom tho top of the milL Wc fell back and
joined our regiment, in tho rear of the Fifteenth
Array Corps, skirmishing on our left and rear.
General Sweeny's Second division. Sixteenth Army
Corps, was ordered to march to Decatur, Gov, and
did so at 10 a. m. Tlie rattle of musketry was
very brisk, with on oc ,asional Loom of artillery,
increasing, as we moved on at double-quic- k

companies A and G in advance of the Second brig-
ade. Second division, Sixteenth Army Corps. "We
could see oar cavalry skirmishing in front, in the
large open plam where the Army of tlie Tennes-
see's supply train was parked. The battle increas-
ing on thu left of the Army of the Tennessee, wo
doubl-quick- cd to the left of the Seventeenth Army
Corps and oar cavalry, and, to fill up a gap in our
line, we crossed the Augusta Railroad :usd marched
on a by-ro- ad to our po-wtio- While on this move,
the rebel General J. B. Bod assaulted the Army
of the Teanessc, marching bv the right llauk and
through an open valley. "V o encountered Har-
dee's corps, and the Sixty-sixt- h. Illinois "Western
eharpskootera came to a half wheel and opened
fire-o- n the rebel line, with their Henry rifles, check-
ing them long enough for Colonel August Mersy,
of theXinth Illinois, to form the old Second brig-
ade -- inlh. Twelfth and Sixty-sixt- h Illinois and
JiSghty-flr- it Oliio. "While engaged here, an aid of
General J. B. McPhcrson came to General Sween v.
ordering him to double-quic- k, for God's sake, to
help the Seventeenth Army Qorps, as the rebels
were in the front, flank and rear, and were fight-
ing on all sides of their works, so tliat they could
sot hold their position half an hour longer. The
sun was now very hot, and the rattle of musketry
incessant, making it still hotter. After the first
check of tlie rebels in our front, the men rested for
a little while, the rattle of musketry and roar of
artillery increasing to our right and rear, and in
the direction whence we liad come in tlie morn-
ing. It was as .steady iu it Shtloh, Teiln., on that

"While the reghnent was rBUng here, skirmish-

ing commcnciid again in our front. Said Lieuten-
ant P. P. Elba to tlie boya: "Tliey are shooting
porkers!" 1 told him 1 gusosed they were two-legg- ed

ones. At the tame time iiajor A. K.
Campbell gave orders for companies A, L and G,
Sixty-sixt- h Illinois or Cox's brigade, as tlie boys
called these three compani io advanceat double-quic- k.

"We went about a half milethrough tbeplain,
and on the lcliof Bald Hill, where the lox grass was
about Uir feet high. The rebels opened on com-
panies A and G, when company K. came up and
the rattle of the Henry repeating rifle could be
heard above the rattlo of the inuue or Enneld
rifle. Wo were commanded by Captain W. S.
Boyd, of coeipuny A, who coolly deployed onr line
ofskirmishcre on the right, K in the center and G
a the left. "We charged the relel skirmishers

snd drove theui into the woods, but before Colonel
A. K. Campbell could deploy the regiment the
rebel Gcnerid Walker's divi&ion charged ns in.

oven linea deeji, and, oh? riua a sight that was
this beautiful day the rebel line in full view, snd
advancing at right shoulder shift arms, their guns
glistening in the sun I Tliey come with a yell and
a hurrah, Mich as only Johnny Keb could give, but
tliey were juct by just as stubborn Billy Yanks,
and the battle became general in front of General
fewccny'fr diviawn. Before we had tune to erect
barricades they charged nsagaiu, gaming our lines
and forcing us buck. The Army of the Tcuueasee
Eupply train, parked between Decatur and our
rear, was the object or the attack. General Win.
Hardee's uops had been lying in sight of tlie
large HipplytiAJn since inoraiog, when he might
have captured the whole train, but his hopes in
that direction were now vam ; for General J. B.
McPhcrsoB, with his usual foresight, had dis
patched General G. iL Jjoase, with the Second

H. Cox, and others, captured fortv-thre- e prioaers
of the Fiftfe Kt-titai-y, C. S. A., and tlicwiloraof
theKiutb Ku.iK-)cjr- . Msjor A. iC Campbeli was
mortally wounded ; Cftaui M. Piggott, lost a leg;
lieutenant if i. Kllis was shot in the side. Com
pany G lad three men killed and-- seven wounded.

Wc also 2p$arl the color? of the Sixth Florida,
in this battle of Bald HilL The Second division,
Sixteenth Army Corps, indeed, saved the Army of
the Tenuesaec from a disastrous defeat, killed and
wounded over ZJXto rebels, and captured Brigadier-Gener-al

Bewi and Colonel Hardee of General
Bales' sta, 1.W0 prisoners and seven stands of
colors. The battle on onr right and rearstiil raging
furiously, ut three o'clock in the afternoon the
Second brigade donble-qnicke- tl to tlie rightand

th fifteenth Army Corjjs. and the First
brigade was left here to guard tlus flank of the
army. In front of the Fifteenth andScventecth
Army Corps were Stewart's and Stephen D. Lee's
fiorps, C. S. A., d itwa their iention to break

through our lines and capture our supply train.
The Second brigade Cob August Mersy double-quick- ed

to the right and formed in line of battle
along tlie Augusta Railroad. Here wo met the
Second division being driven back and in full re-
treat and the rebel General Stewart close on its
heels. Gen. John A. Logan ordered the Second
brigade to double-onic- k and remember ilcPhor-son.- "

This was the first that we iiad heard of the
death of General McPherson. The old Second
brigade was tired and fatigued and hardly nblc to
go, but "Bevengc JlcPhcrron " wasourbattlc-cry- ,
and we formed in lincofbattlo and cliarged over
the railroad and through the brush to tlie deep-cu- t
at the Howard house. Colonel ilersy formed the
brigade, with the Twelfth Illlinois on the left,
Eightj'-fir- st Ohio in tho center, and Sisty-sixt- h Illi-
nois on the right. While forming here the rebels
'Completely riddled our colors, killing one eolor-bearcr- er

and wounding four. Colonel ilcny now
gave the command, " Double-quic- k, charge 1 " and
away we went with a yell, after tho rebels, through
brush and bottom, driving them out of their ritlc
pits aud recapturing Captain De Gres' four-gu- n

battery of twcnly-poun- d Parrot guns, the rebels
not having time to take it away. They shot
down the horses in a heap right in our sight
as they fell bad:. Wc were close on to them, and
it was a horrible sight to see the men and horses
all lying together in aheap. Thccrcdit of recaptur-
ing the battery belongs to company G. Sixty-sixt- h

Illinois. fLicul. P. 1. Ellis, commanding, and
compHiiy K, Licut. Alvin S. Davis, commanding.)
The rebels liad only time to spike tlie gnus with

nails. We pulled them out, ami Privates
Hiram S. Vinson, David Paggett, Tout Curtis and
David Smith, of company K, Sixtv-sixt- h Illinois,
Aaron Hallenbwk, Fred. W. Holfbauer, Charles
F. Kimmel. J. V. Sortman, H. B. Sortman, Albeit
Gray and M. A. Ilatlield turned tho pieces on the
rebels, while Capt. W. S. Boyd, of company A,
pulled the lanyard, and away we fired on the reb-
els. One piece burst, however, wounding David
Paggett. At dusk the fighting ceased, and the
Sixty-sixt- h Illinois Western sharpshooters were
out on the skirmbh-lino- . In the oHidal history of
the Xinth ami Fourth Iowa, Col. of
the Ninth, claims the honor of capturing De Gres'
battery, but this is a sad mistake. Give justice to
whom justice isdue. The Sixty-sixt- h Illinois, with
their (Henry repealing rifles, are en-
titled to the honor cf'rccapturuig the battery, for
they were a little too quick for tlie " Hawkeyca."
We skirmished to within one mile of Atlanta. At
9 p. m., while Private Kimmel, bettor known as
" Gunboats," on the picket-lin- o in tlie dark-
ness of the night and in tlie pine woods, he heard
a soldier groaning and calling for help. He was
laying between tlie two skirmish-line- s, and Kim-
mel went up (o him and asked him what he
wanted. He looked at him in tho dark and said:
" Are you a friend or foe ? " Kimmel replied i " A
foe." He ejaculated: " For God's sake, have pity
on mc and give me a drink of water." Kinnncl
gave him a drink and tied up his wound, which
was in tho right kneo and quite severe. He be-
longed to company A, Thirtieth Georgia regiment.
Wc carried him to the rear and sent him to Second
division. Sixteenth Army Corps, hospital. Colonel
August Mewy, of the Ninth Illinois, while on the i

charge, was wounded in the leg, and his horse was
killed under him while jumping a rail fence. He
wasscen wringing his handsand exclaiming-- " Oh,
mine Billy horec! Oh.mineBillyliorscis killed; the
tarn ned rebels have lulled mine Billy horse 1 Oh,
mine Goit, mine Gott, what is left of mine little
NinesI" ras he was wont to call the Ninth Illinois.
In tins battle and charge the old Second brigade
also recaptured some men of the Thirty-sevent-h

and Forty-sevent- h Ohio regiments, who were be-
ing taken by the rebels to the rear. All hail the
Ninth, Twelfth tixvi Sixty-sixt- h Illinois and Eighty-fir- st

I dislike to spoil good stories, but it is sometimes
necessary, m order to get at the truth, mid givo
credit where it is due. In your isue of June I4tb,
Comrade L.ShadleyT writing from Independence,
Kan., as to who Do Gres' battery on the
22d ofJuly, says: " Eye Witness i very much mis-
taken when he says Colonel Mfiry's Second bri-
gade, Second division oftheSixtcenth Corps, retook
the battery, and refers to General Sherman's Me-
moirs to prove hia assertion. 1 do not know what
General Sherman says in regard to it, and do not
know hut what Gen rani CT C WTvul's division of
f ls 7Tif-fti!- f!nrrw tvit-- rwirf. i: frhi olip.fo-- IliiK T f

do know that on that memorable morning, July
22d, we were ordered to fall in, and we marched
way over to the left, halting about 10 o'clock, aud
lay there about two hours, wheu some firing to our
front attracted our attention, and Ave wore ordered
up to a rail fence that had been converted into a
breastwork, and took position, and we detached
four companies am! sent them down in a ravine in
front as skirmishes; bat they had hardly got de- -,

ployed before the Johnnies were seen coming out
of tlie woods on the opposite bill hiheavy columns,
and our companies wcreordered baekinto line and
wc prepared to receive the rebels. Tho Fourteenth
Ohio battery unlimbered behind on tho hill, and
we went at them with a will, and I tell you our
sextcen shooters did talk! The detail that buried
the dead afterwards reported that they buried over
five hundred in front of our regiment. After they
were repulsed our line fell back about a quarter of
a mile and formed a new line. Shortly after, our
brigade which was the Second brigade, Second
division of the Sixteenth Corps, commanded by
Colonel Mersy was ordered overto helprctake the
works lost by tho Second division of the Fifteenth
Corps. When we liad fonnedfor tlio charge.
Colonel Mercy's horse, in crossing a fence, was shot
under him, and he lamented notalillleforhis poor
' Billy." Wc went up the hill with the usual Yan-

kee yell, and when we gotin sight of the Johnnies
they very' suddenly found out that they had urgent
business in Atlanta, and did not stand on the order
of going, but went at once. Wheu we reached the
worlcs we found a battery of 20-jou- Parrotts, but
spiked. Our boys, always in some devilment, got
to monkeying around the pieces, and soon had the
spikes out and the guns reloaded and gave the
rebels our parting compliments. Up to tlus time
there "was no hursted gun in this battery: but with
no rebs in fcigbtsome one suggested the idea of
throwing a shot into Atlanta, and to do so it was
deemed neeessary to put in a double charge of
powder, which was done, a ball was rammed home,
tlie piece elevated as high as it would go. and all
being now ready the word was giving to fire and
she went off! Metal fairly rained around there for
awhile, and by the debris we concluded the gun
bad burstcd! We anticipated a blessing when the
battery boys came up, but instead they seemed
thankful, as they Informed us they liad cracked
that piece some time before and had been afraid of
it; but, notwithstanding there was quite a crowd
around the gun when it burst, not a man was hurt,
and, though the shot failed in its mission, we were
thankful for that. Tho One Hundred und Third
Ohio relieved our regiment that night. Comrade
A. Barney, of company D,isa lit tie olfin his letter,
as it was not until alter we 4ook Atlanta tlint we
were made the Fourth division of tlie Fifteenth
Corps. And. as to Colonel Burke, of our regiment,
peace to his ashes I he received his death
wounds at Borne Cross-roa- ds on the 16th day of
May, (when in command of out brigade), and died
a few days later. And now, Comrade Shadlcy, if
ycu were in this elmrge and jio doubt you were
at some point on the lino perhaps you. remember 1

seeing onr boys around -- those Parrotts about this
time. You would know them by the guns they
carried (they bought them themselves). Tho rebs
used to say wc loaded them on Sunday and shot
all the week J However, we were there, and per-
haps Wood's division was also in the charge. Our
brigade wasall there was from ourdiviaion,andwo
were enough. General Dodge thought he could
deploy the sharpshooters and hold anything the
Johnnies could throw against it, and therebs used
to tell us to just hold up the butts of our guns, so
they could see who we were, and they would sro
without waiting for us to fire, as go they had to,

L. Sliadley, in the last TittncsE, attempts to cor-

rect a statement of a former writci ma to who re-
captured the De Gres battery in front of Atlanta
on July 22d, 16G3. The facts in the case were these :
The left wing of tlie Sixteenth Corps, under Gen-
eral G. M. Dodge, formed at noon on July 22, on
the left of the Eleventh Corps, leaving a gap be-
tween their nght and the left of the Seventeenth,
in which General McPherson was killed, and there
the boys of the old Sixteenth fought all the after-
noon against fearful odds, a part of tlie lime liand
to hand, saving their part of the field and closing
Uw action about 5 p. m. After tho battle closed on
tlie left, the Second brigade, Second division. Six-
teenth Army Corps, under command of Colonel
Mersy, was ordered to double-quic- k to the right
to assist the Fifteenth Army Corps, who had lost a
portion of their lino just north of the Augusta
railroad. Where wc crossed the railroad Colonel
Mersy's famous horse "Billy" was killed, and
the colonel slightly wounded. Across the rail-
road we went, our regiment, as usual, "left in
front," and charging with the rest of the brigade
through the chaparral, retook the section of tho
line, capturing all the Johnnies in the works, com
pany I and company C, of Eighty-fir-st Ohio volun-
teer infantry, coming on to the worka right at Do
Gres' battery' and assisting in its recapture. Cap-
tain De Gres wa9 himself with us. No other mem-
ber of his liattery being there just then, he formed
some men of companies I and C, Eighty-fir- st Ohio
volunteer infantry, into a squad to man his guns,
of which squad I wa3 a member. Wc put tho
guns into use, but by awkwardness and the use of
an imperfect shell, managed to burst the muzzle off
of the gun spoken of. At ten at night we were re-
lieved by the Fifteenth Army Corps, and marched
back to our portion in the rear of tlie Seventeenth
Army Corps. Tbe.e facts I know are true, Slier-man- 's

Memoirs and Comrade L. Shadley's state-
ment to the contrary notwithstanding. Said brig-
ade was at that lime Second brigade. Second divis-
ion. Sixteenth Army Corps. After the fall of At-
lanta it was transferred, nnd became Fourth brig-
ade, Fourth division, Fifteenth Army Corps. It
was composed of the Nintli, Twelfth and Sixty-xt- h

Illinois, and the Eighty-fir- st Ohio volunteer
infantry.

We also did somo fighting, but we
never could get the Johnnies to stay in front of us
long enough to get acquainted with them, la
February, ISGt, we went with Sherman from
Vicksburg to Meridian, where wc tore up tho rail-
roads for about seventy-fiv-e miles, and then, hav-
ing returned to Vicksburg, were loaned to Banks
for the Itcd IJiver expedition. We were first taken
to a point on the Atchafulnyn, where wo disem-
barked, and next day matched thb -- three miles
and carried Fort De llusscy by assault, just as the
sun was going down, capturing about 100 prison-
ers and several pieces of artillery, small arms, pro-
visions, &c. Embarking on tho transports again,
wc wcio sent to Alexandria, and while waiting
for Banks to come up, General Mower went out on
Bayou lfapids and captured 400 rebels while they
were asleep, without tiring a gun. From Alexan-
dria wc went by boat to Grand Ecore, and from
there proceeded to Pleasant Hill and totally de-
feated Dick Taylor's command, thus saving Banks,
with what wagons and artillery he had lefL from
being captured. Had our victory been followed
up at Pleasant nil!, Shrevcport would have been
taken and the wur in the Trans-Mfeissip- pi De-
partment would have been at an end. From
Pleasant Hill wc marched back to Grand Ecorc,
and tlicnca up the river to the relief of the gunboats
and transports. We got them out of a bad fix and
came back to Grand Jicorc, whence wc marched to
Atchafaluya, fighting almost all the time, and the
last two days having quite a respectable aflair at
Mansula and Yellow Bayou. At the latter place
my regiment lost one more than half its number
in killed and wounded, and other regiments lost
nearly as heavily. We were now again embarked
on the boats and headed up the Mississippi. On
our way we took a two days' trip around Lake
Chicot, where we encountered Marmadukc, and
had quite a light before he ran away. At Memphis
wc landed, and marched out a.? lar as Tupelo,
where we met General Forrest aud gave him tho
first, good " licking" he ever had. We then went
bad; to Memphis, and, after a few days' rest, again
started out into Mississippi, but after getting as far
as Oxford, marched back to that city. From Mem
phis we were dispatched to St. Louis, Mo., and
thence started out after Pap Price. On this trip we
made tiie most remarkable march that I have ever
seen any record of, traveling over SOU miles in les
than thirty days. We were linidly withdrawn from
Missouri and sent to Nii'-hvill- p where wc look part
in the great battle on tho iJJln cn'L ltith of Decem-
ber, 1S"J1, which, as farens onr regiment was con-
cerned, was tho easiest fight we were ever engaged
in, although wo held the center of the line and
were in the front rank all the time. From Nash-
ville we set out in pursuit of Hood and marched to
Clifton on the Tennessee River, where we again
took transports and went up to Eastport. The
boys of A. J.Smith's command will never forget
tliat place. Rations were extremely Bcaree for
several days. Here our corp.s was reorganized, nnd
we were put into the Second division, while the
division of the Seventeenth Corps, tl.at bad been
with usall the time since weslai ted on the Bed River
trip, was formally transferred to onr corps. At
Eastport we again took transports and went down
the Tennessee and Mississippi Rivers to the Gulf,
where wc were transferred to an ocean steamer
and hdicn to Dauphin Island. We remained there
about one month, and then went by transport up
Fi-- Ji River to the head of navigation, and inarched
across to Spanish Fort and Blakely, where wc sat
down for a regular

At noon, on the Sth of April, 1SG3, everything
being in readiness, the guubo.ifs, siege guns, field
batteries' aud mortors opened fins on Spanish Fort
Willi 1,500 guns in all, and there was one continuous
roar ofartillery until the next morning, at daylight,
when the firing ceased mid theplace was carried by
assault byMcAurtiiur's division, Sixteenth Army
Corp3. At 1 o'clock p. in., Blakely was assaulted
and taken, with 3,700 prisoners. On tho 10th, Mo-
bile surrendered to a detachment of tho One Hun-
dred aud Fourteeuihllliiiois infantry. On the sumo
morning the news of Leo's surrender was all the
talk among the boys, though no one knew the
source of the report, nnd I do not know to this day
who brought the news, though all believed it to be
true. We were glad the war was over and proud
of the part we had taken in suppressing the rebel-
lion. On the 12th of April wo started on the road
to Montgomery, our faces turned, at last, towards
home. Our road lay through the big pine woods
for several days, with no enemy in front to dispute
our passage. On the 39th, our division beingiu the
rearof the corps, wc heard all at once the faint
booming of artillery in our front, and soon it was
heard still nearer, suid everyone thought wc had
struck some more Johnnies and a regular battle
was being fought. Nearer and nearer the sound
of the cannon came, and then we heard faint volleys
of musketry, the rattle of which came closer and
closer until it seemed to xirocecd from the brigade
just In front of ours, when a courier came dashing
along the road shouting that Lee had surrendered
and Jeff Davis was a fugitive, and we all fired our
guns in the air, and the regiments anil batteries in
our rear did the same. There was more homo talk
that night in camp than had been heard before
during the war. We all thought wc would soon bo
home again among our parents, brothers and
sisters mid other people's sisters, but our regiment
was doomed to disappointment. On the 21th we
rccci-vedth- sad news of the assassination of our
beloved President, which cast a gloom over the
whole command. On the 2Gth we entered Mont-
gomery, tlie firt capital of the Confederacy, and
here our corps was broken up and scattered. My
own regiment remained at Montgomery until
April 1, 1S6C, when we were sent to Springfield, IJL,
aud mustered out of service.

Your column entitled Fight-
ing them Over," is an interesting oho to the old
soldier. He there meets old, tried and true faces,
(mentally,) and thus to hcur from old comrades is
inueh as itAvas at the other end of the line when
we got a letter from some friend ct home welcome,
very welcome!

Some of our critics have attempted to sustain the
statement of Comrade Fish, while others have set
up a target of their own (in our name) and fired
away at it. I will answer all with the evidence of
Comrade Thomas Litchfield, late of company T,
Fourteenth Ohio volunteer infantry, and hisordcr
of General Baird. Comrade C. II. Fish describes a
charge that he says was made by General Baird's
Third division.

The First brigade of Second
division nnd four regiments of the Thud division
f ook'lhe place of the Regular after their repulse.
The Third brigade took the works on their front
and two pieces of artillery; tho Second brigade
took the works in their front and two pieces of
artillery; tho First brigade also took the worka
and captured the artillery in their front; the four
regiments were also successful.

And the Hot Fight" They Had At

Savage's Station.

To tho Editor NATJOXAiiTnintiSE:
I have read the reminiscences of the war in both

the East and West published in The Tribute with
great interest, and liavo been entertained as only-ol- d

soldiers who have been through the fiery fur-
nace can be, but I have waited in vain for somo
one to give the earlier history of tho Army of the
Potomac.

It is the general impression that the war spirit
grew in intensity until the soldiery of both sides
were educated to deeds of more tlian usual valor,
but after four years' service three in the Army of
the Potomac, and one in the South under General
Canby to tho cloao of the war it is my opinion
that no battles wero more closely contested, nor in
any a heavier loss sustained, in proportion to the
numbers engaged, than those which ushered in
the war.

On the 29th of June, 18C2, the army was swinging
around from tho Chickaliominy to the James, and
we tho "Old Vermont Brigade" were dragging
our weary steps along, worn out by constant fight-
ing by days and marching by nights. We had
passed Savage's Station, where cords upon cords of
hard-tac- k and bacon were given to the flames, nnd
were Hearing White Oak Swamp when the column
halted. Aids passed rapidly back and forth, and
that nameless feeling, fordiodinga general engage-
ment, pervaded the ranks. Sure enough. General
Brooks, mounted on "OldBaldy," countermarched
the brigade to Savage's Station, where we were de-
ployed in line of battle, supported by the Second,
Third, Fourth nnd Sixth Vermontvohintecrs, com-
posing our brigade (Brooks'). Tho order came,
"Fix bayonets!" and with unloaded muskets wo
were ordered forward. We passed the Station, and
the brigade swept forward in line of battle, col-
umn of brigade, and we entered the woods.
Everything was quiet, not a shot was heard
nothing but the low, quiet, nervous commands of
the oillccra and we began to ask ourselves if there
had not been another mistake, and there were
alter all to be no uninvited guests present. But wc
soon got an introduction to them.

The first intimation we received that we were
expected was when we saw a big butternut-colore- d

chap step from behind a tree nnd delib-
erately lire, and then "git." Poor Bolster my
right-han- d man caught it through the head, and
then the fight became general. With unloaded
muskets we left the woods find entered a clearing,
to find oureelves confronted by a rebel battery
supported by a line of infantry. Here the line was
halted nnJ dressed, under a perfect storm of canis-
ter and musket-ball- s, nnd ordered to "load and
fire at will ! "

Good God! As I remember it now, I cannot help
wondering why wc did not fix bayonets nnd, with
an Vermont hurrah, take that bat-
tery. But the order was, "Commence firing!"
and we did, with no thought of but to " stop that
battery." Men tore savagely at their cartridges
nnd cursed because their guns were foul and it
took longer than usual to ram the charge home.
But the lire of the battery began to slacken. The
rebel supports moved up, and the whole line broke
into flame and smoke. If anything, the din in-
creased: but tho hiss of the miniewasnot so of-
fensive as the howl and whir of canister.

A few moments apparently, but in reality an
hour, parsed ; and as 1 looked around I saw, not the
solid line of familiar faces, but here and there a
little group of men, blackas powder and dirt could
ni.ikc them, fetill tearing cartridges and nervously
ramming them home, while scattered on the
ground lay more than were in line.

Poor, broken, bleeding old Fifth Vermont, al-
though two-thir- ds of your numbers lay on the
ground or had hobbled wounded to the rear, yet
you were not whipped; butnover the corpses of
your former schoolmates stood guard, aud as dark-
ness let fall her mantle ovenlne pBes of the dead,
the defiant flame still leaped forth from your line!

Late at night the shattered regiment gathered
itself up, and sorrowfully resumed the nmrch to-
wards the James, but not until the broken bridge
across the White Oak SwnmiV had been repaired,
and tho trains, to save wnich those noble men hail
so grandly died, laid cr&ssed in safety. My com-
pany entered the fight witli fifty-nin- e men. "and. if
my memory serves me, we lost fifty-fou- r, leaving
only enough to make one .stack of" arms. As for
myself, I carried a broken arm to Harrison's Land-
ing, leaving my brother dead on the field as noble
a soul as ever lived. He sleepy with his schoolmates
and comrades at Savage's Station, Va.

In the charge of the
famous Light Brigade on the Russian works at
Balaklava tfuimorlulized by the ioet Tennyson),
tho Light Brigade went into the tight with 073
men and came out with sixty-fiv- e. My regiment,
the First Illinois heavy artillery, went into tiie
charge nt Petersburg ftjO strong and lost 032 men,
or 70 per cent, of our number.

Tho following is General McAllister's letter :
Major Fred C. Low.

My Dear Sir: In all my army experience no
scene of carnage ami suffering is so impressed on
my ruindas thatfutal charge made by your regiment
ou the 13th of June,lsl. The history of that
charge, as well as the oue preceding it, is very
familiar to me; I took part in the first.

I was in command, temporarily, of tho Second
brigade of our division for a few days. The eom-inaud- er

of that brigade having been wounded
while advancing on the enemy on the evening of
the ICth, I was ordered by General Biriiey to take
command of it. On the morning of the lrith we
moved forward on the enemy's works and carried
the first line without much difficulty, as the-- enemy
were about leaving this line for the stronger oue ih
the rear of It. Arriving In front of that, we found it
maimed by a strong forec of artillery and infantry.
After delaying a little I was ordered to advance on
the enemy's works. Wo went forward. They
poured on my brigade a terrific nturm of shot, shell,
and musketry, and my men fell like forest leaves
under a hail storm.

Seeing tlie uiter impossibility of advancing fur-
ther, Ave dropped down, planted our standard
along the line, and kept up the fire. I sent a re-
port back to division headqu;u-ler- a and asked whati was to do. Orders came to retire from my posi-
tion. In doing tlus I lost heavily. On reporting
to General Mott for orders 1 was ordered to place
my brigade on the reserve, icadv for action. I
asked, " Where is my old origadu? " General Mott
replied, "Just going in where you came out." I
exclaimed, " God help them ! " He asked "Why?"
1 answered " They cannot advance on those works

they cannot live the enfilade lire will tut them
down." Just as I said this an aid from headquar-
ters rode up and said to the general: "Order the
advance at once." It was done.

Tiie brigade moved off your fine regiment
handsomely in the front. You went gallantly, not
to meet success; that was impossible. You were
a, forlorn hops. In n few minutes, out of your regi-
ment, whili advanced COO strong, 032 laid low on
the battlefield. Darknesr soon overspread the
field, and 1 was very anxious that my wounded
men who had fallen in the furiouj charge and lav
between tliecncmy'sandourlnicsshould be brought
oil, as well as those belonging to your brigade and
regiment, somo of whom had advanced li!l further
than mine. Expressing this anxiety, some of my
command volunteered the hazardous undertaking,
nnd. that it might be done as quietly as possible, I
sent only a few, with orders to move, very quietly,
lest tlie enemy should discover them. With these
orders they went. It was necessary to go vcry
close to the enemy's Ihic, which they did. The
enemy detected them, opened fire, and the oppor-
tunity was lost.

All that night we could distinctly hear the groans
of the wounded and their cries for help; but no
succor could be sent them, on account of the con-
stant fire. My brigade worked tho whole night
long to push our work; forward, so that we might
rescue them, 'i hat ternplehTght at last broke into
another day (tho lath) ; the-ibatt- le continued with
increased fury; the sun poured down on thedving
and wounded, nnd, amid therattlingof musketry
nnd roaring of cannon, wo heard the cries of these
our comrades for "water!" "water!"

When the long, terrible day was over and night
again threw her dark mnntles over the contending
forces, and tlie fire slackened, 1 pushed my brigade
forward and built new breastworks, tho line of
which ran through where your men lay tho thick-
est, and most of your dead rihd wouiied, as well as
mine, wero brought oil. Thai lihe was never pushed
further, but remained iuj' our advanced outpost
until the end of that great ami terrible struggle be-
fore Petersburg.

Whether history will do justice or not, permit
me to say that no latigungeJcan bo too strong in its
praise or your gallant regiment in that splendid,
noble, heroic charge, whenj almost three-fourt- hs

of your numl-c- r fell, fighting for their country.
This, then, my dear major, is why I regard the First
Maine heavy artillery as a good regiment.

Tho Vicksburg Canal Soma Sensible Obscrrations.
To the Editor National Tribune:

In your issue of June 7th Comrade Coen, of the
Ninth Connecticut, claims that he or, rather, his
regiments-di- d tho first work on the Vicksburg
canal. I presume ho Is right, as a ditch had been
dug there before, which wont by tho name of
"Ben Butler's ditch." But if it was dug twenty
feet deep, as Comrade Coen Btates, some one must
have filled it up or else it caved in very badly, for
when wo went there it was a very poor excuse for
a canal hardly a good ditch. I should have men-
tioned this fact in my narrative, but did not think
of it ; hence I am glad that Comrade Coen did, as I
wished to state nothing but the facts.

Tho canal, as wo dug it, was about forty feet
wide and from eight to twelve feet deep, and in
the course of the work we liad to remove quite a
number of troos. It was a very tedious job, and
progressed slowly for some time. Towards tho last
they stinted us that is, gave each regiment so
many feet to finish (I think, about ISO feet feet, and
then we went at it with a will nnd soon completed
tlie task. My regiment worked all night on the last
stretch, as did many others, and finished it before
the next day.

J am very thankful, tot one, that there is such s

paper as The Tribute published, and only wonder
how an old soldier can or will do without it. I
would not miss such a treat for five times the cost.

Three or four year3 of toil and hardships amid
Bhot and shell, fatigue, nnd danger, bound ns old
veterans together like aband of brothers, and now
tliat we are scattered throughout the length and
breadth of the land it is a blessed privilege to have
such a medium of communicating with, each other
as is afForded by tlie colums of Tub Tribute. So
let us tliank the editor, and, to further show our
appreciation, subscribe at once for The Tbiboxe.
Let tho list of subscribers be increased to 300,OCO
instead of 100,000.

The most interesting portion of the history of the
late war has never yet been published the part
taken by the rank and file of the whole army, but
at this lute day is now being given to fhs world in
the columns of The National Tuimrxn. As yon
are giving us a fair deal, Mr. Editor, and publish-
ing a soldier's paper, try and get in as many sol-
dier's letters as you can the more the better. Let
the seventh page which is the best of all spread
out all you can.

I hope some member of the Second division.
Fifteenth Army Corps, will givo us a description of
the battle of Dallas, Ga., where the rebels cliarged
on our lines on Saturday afternoon. On Sunday, at
midnight, a rebel color-bear- er planted his flag in
the dirt dug out of our rifle-pit- s, at tho point of tho
bayonet, aud foil pierced through with seven bul-
lets. I think he fell in front of the Fifty-fourt- h

Ohio ; at any rate, it was the regiment that joined
my own on the right. This I consider the most
desperate charging that was done during the war
or, at least, that the writer had anything to do with.i have anxiously perused the columns of Tirn
Tribune for an account of the massacre at Fort
Pillow. Will Captain R. IT. Benson, of Co. II,
Thirty-secon- d Iowa volunteer infantry, now resid-
ing at Hampton, Harden county, la., do us the
favor to write a description for Tun Tribpntg ? He
was there, or near there, at the time. 1 hope that
all soldiers wdio relate their experiences in The
Tribune will refrain from declaring that their reg-
iment, or even the corps to which they belonged,
wa-ian- better or did harder und better fighting
than any other. Some members of the Twentieth
Corps seem to think they did batter fighting than
the rest, and members of the Fourteentii are
equally positive, while the facts are that they all
did well.

An Incident of the Second Bull Ran.
To the Editor National Tribune :

The interesting incidents of tho war published in
Tiie Tribuxb remind me of one that happened
nt tne second mm Kim light, which lew liad an op
portunity to observe. At tne time referred to I was
i major of the l'irst Maryland cavalry and detailed
on the staff of the Eleventh Corps, then com-
manded !y General S'gel, who sent- - me, about 11
a. m. of Friday, with a message to General Milroy,
then engaged with I1I3 brigade, composed of troops
from West Virginia and Ohio. Making my way to
the front through a sparse wood of large trees, I
noticed that our line was broken aud our infantry
falling back, and having passed, about' two hun-
dred yards back, two howitzers and ten men. the
howitzers were called by tho Germans in thecorp3
the "Shckess " battery, I immediately turned and
rode for them nnd harried them up to a clump of
about five trees just outside the woods. As we
reached this position tho rebs, who had charged in
a solid column through our infantry, had reformed
their column, led by aSouth Corolina regimentwith
a Palmetto ling flying, and were just cinergingfroin
tho woods, marchingas steadily ns ifon parade, and
looking as though there was nothing else for them
to Co. I thereupon ordered the sergeant com-
manding the two howitzers to give thoni canister
or grape. The robs had not seen us yet. although 1

not more than one hundred yards off. as we were
on their left Hank, but wc had only time to fire two
round3 from each piece, when the colonel com-
manding the Palmetto regiment ordered a left half-whe- el,

and the whole regiment fired upon us. We
left more tlian half our men and one piece of artil-
lery, the two mules attached to it having been
either killed or wounded, the rest of us getting
oil with the other piece. At that distance, if they
had not fired too Irish, not one of ns could have
escaped. After delivering their fire a. part of the j

regiment rushed up biiu dragged on the gun. we
were forced to leave; but at that moment General
Sigcl had ordered up three full batteries on tho
rising ground in front of the rebs, and then com-
menced a most terrific plunging fire from the bat-
teries into the solid body ot infantry at not more
than two hundred yards distance. The rebs, al-
though taken by surprise, reformed two or three
times and attempted to charge the batteries, but
the havoc at such short range was fearfid. :uid,after
exhibiting the most splendid courage, they were
obliged to retreat, leaving piles of dead and wound-
ed. I then rode up to General Sigel and reported
that I had lost one of his "Hhekess" guns, lie
laughed and said he had seen it alt.

I refer to this little affair, because some few years
since, during tlie hist riot, a soldier whose name
was Smith, and who said that ho had served with
General Pope, was writing a history of that battle,
and, in the presence of several gentlemen, bragged
that he knew more about that battle than any mart
living, aud in speakingof the above incident gave
tlie credit to a captain whose name 1 do net re-
member, but who was not present. If the other
part of his history Is- - not more accurate than his
account of this uliair, your readers will readily
judge of i!3 value. Major.

Reminiscences of the First Battle of the War.
To the Editor National Tribute:

To-da- y June S. 1SS3 is the twenty-secon- d anni-vt-rs;t- ry

of the first land engagement 0f he war.
On Sunday morning, June 2, lStJL, a brigade of the
Vnion Jrmy, under command of Colonel Kcllcy, of
the First Virginia, together with the Sixth.Seventh
nnd Ninth Indiana and Fourteenth and Sixteenth
Ohio, left camp at Fetter man and Grafton, Va.. on a
forced march for no one knew where, but the
troops were pushed rapidly forward the entire day
and night, following tho Tygart Valley River-afte- r

dark, and fording and ng that moun-
tain stream numerous times. The mght was very
dark, the bed of the' stream quite rocky, and the
water nt times was waist deep, while the rain des-
cended in torrents. Finally, the command left the
valley and followed a trail or bridle path across
the mountain. It was now so dark the men could
hardly distinguish their file-leade- and while
stumbling along over stones and into holes, the
men were brought suddenly to a sense of their
situation by rapid firing in front. The command,
"Fix bayonets! was given, and in this way they
marched a mile or two over this rough, dark path
endiuigering each other with their own bayonets.
Morning come, and the fagged and wornout col-
umn of men were greeted with the Hash and deep
roar of cannon directly in their front, and tlie
screeching of shells overhead. Fifteen or twenty
cannon shots were fired, when (the colora having
been unfurled in the mecutiniei the battery made
the discovery that they hud been firing on their
own men. It was the Cleveland (Ohio) Battery.

f Colonel Barnett, who had taken a position to open
an attack on the enemy's trontwhne the troops
they took to be Confederate had
their guide not missed his way, would have taken
their position three miles to the rear, on the Bever
ley pike, to cut on the retreat. The Ninth Indiana,
Mnjor-Gener- nl R. IL Milroy s regiment, double-quick- ed

up the side of tlie mountain, and. gaining
tiie top, looked down upon the town of Phiiippi,
which seemingly lay nt their feet, along the Tygart
Valley. 'Ine battery was turned Uhi the town,
where citizens and soldiers were fleeiugin great
confusion. Just around n spur of the mountain,
upon which the Nintli Indiana liad halted, they
spied a detachment of Confederate soldiers crossing
a meadow, evidently for tho purpose of getting
undercover and escaping in tho mountains; but
before parting, the Ninth, by way of introduction,
gave them a volley from their minio rifles. Tlie
Confederates were company E of the Twenty-fift- h
Virginia; nnd in that company was Win. n. Hum-
mer, a resident of this place for the past sixteen
yearn, but at that time of the vicinity of Staunton,
Va. in company F, Ninth Indiana infantry, was
the writer, also a citizen of this place for the post
seventeen years, but, at the time mentioned, a citi-
zen or I.a Porte, Ind. This strange meeting of
ISGt has resulted in many pleasant reunions since,
and the anniversary Juno 0 is seldom forgotten.
Mr. Hammer says he thought there wero several
thousand shots fired in that volley, but he could

Tho first amputation of the war was performed
by Surgeon New, of the Seventh Indiana, at this
time and place, upon the leg of a Confederate
citizen, who, with a number of soldiers, had
been observed to go into a barn to get out their
horses and fly for their lives. A six-pou- nd solid
round cannon shot struck the ground about thirty
feet oil", and glancing, struck the bam. and after
wounding this man, who was getting out his horse,
and passing through several stalls, dropped on the
floor. The shot was from tho Cleveland Battery.
Tho gunner who rammed tlie shot down the gun
picked it up and said ho would keep it in memory
of the first battle.

The writer was present in the barn at tho time
the shot was picked up, nnd both saw and had it in
his hands. The wounded man was found up in the
haymow alone, where he liad climbed, unaided,
with Ids wouuded leg hanging byasmall part of tho
skin, and there, in the mow, tho amputation was
performed. Tha writer distinctly remembers being
present in the mow wbilo some heartless soldiers
were viewing the limb by turning it over and over
with a pitchfork. Will not some one who was pre-
sent, or knows of this shot or amputation, please
speak through the columns of The Tribune?

Mr. Hammer passed through some forty battles
unharmed, and was a prisonerof war three months
at Point Lookout and eleven months at Elmira

On the 3th of April, 1SS3, eighteen years after the
surrender of the Confederate forces, there died nt
Hebron, Nebraska, an old veteran, far from his
native State and relatives, Comrade. Andrew Law-sonla- te

of company D, Eleventh Rhode Island
infantry, who enlisted at Providence, IS. I., on the
ISth of September, 1S62. His age at the time of his
death was about 55 years, aa shown by tho records
of Morton Post, of whieh he was a member.

Comrade Lawson was a very quiet man. and but
little was ever learned concerning his family. The
circumstances of his life, as I have been able to
gather them, are somewhat as follows :

Previous to the war hewas an engraver in one of
the large manufacturing establishments at Lowell,
Mass. When he enlisted he left his wife and two
children, a girl and boy, iu Boston. Muss., and lie
did not return to them after the war. I am told
that he gave as a reason for not returning that
he thought them better off without him. He came
to Nebraska a few yeara after the war, and has
made his home in Hebron for about seven years.
Although his health was poor he liad saved a little
property, which will soon be in sliapo to turn over
to his heirs if any can be found. He had made an
application for a pension on accountof disease con-
tracted in the service, but had not collected much,
is any, of the evidence necessary to prove his claim.
Comrade Lawson wasakind-heartetl.good-nnture- d

man, ever ready to assist acomrade in lime of need,
nnd those who knew him best have reason to
believe that he was a true and worthy soldier. In
his lost hours he was cared for by the members of
Morton Post, fn the absence of wife and mother
no hand can administer to the dying soldier betterI than comrades who have fought under the same
Hag for our Nation's safety. His funeral was con-duct- ed

by tho Post, and his remains now rest in
peace in a beautiful lot in the Hebron cemetery,
where with the coming years his grave wilt receive
its annual "Dctlfeation" while Morton Post con-
tinues to exist, which, it is hoetl, will bo until the
God of war and of peace slmll call the last of as to
be mustered with comrades gone before.

I have been appointed administrator of Comrade
Lawson's estate, and shell be glad to hear from any
one who can give any information concerning-- the
widow and children of our deceased comrade.
There will be, something left for them after the ex-
penses of hissieknessand funeral are paid; besides,
it will be a comfort to them to knowtltat in his last
hours he was kindly cared for by the
bravest of whom make the gentlest nurses.
